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Applicants hereby request that the following be considered and made of record in the above- 
referenced application. 

Identification of some of the compounds having the desired characteristics was accomplished by 
initialing screening a diverse collection of approximately 50,000 drug-like compounds purchased 
without obligation of confidentiality from ChemBridge (San Diego, CA) or ChemDiv (San Diego, CA), 
which compounds were provided in stock solutions of 10 mM DMSO. The compounds identified from 
this initial screen were: 

(1) 3-[(3-trifluoromethyl)phenyl]-5-[(4-carboxyphenyl)methylene]-2-thioxo-4-thiazolidinone 
(CFTRinh-172) 

(2) 3-[(3-trifluoromethyl)phenyl]-5-[(4-nitrophenyl)methylene]-2-thioxo-4- 
thiazolidinone(CFTRinh-020); 

(3) 3-[(3-trifluoromethyl)phenyl]-5-[(4-oxycarboxyphenyl)methylene]-2-thioxo-4- 
thiazolidinone (CFTRinh-029); 

(4) 3-[(3-trifluoromethyl)phenyl]-5-[(3,4-dihydroxyphenyl)methylene]-2-thioxo-4- 
thiazolidinone (CFTRinh-185), 

(5) 3-[(3-trifluoromethyl)phenyl]-5-[(3,5-dibromo-4-hydroxyphenyl)methylene]-2-thioxo-4- 
thiazolidinone (CFTRinh-214) 

(6) 3-[(3-trifluoromethyl)phenyl]-5-[(3-bromo-4-hydroxy-5-nitrophenyl)methylene]-2- 
thioxo-4-thiazolidinone (CFTRinh-236). 

A table of exemplary results is attached. 
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To the best of applicant's knowledge, the activity of any of these compounds with respect to 
cystic fibrosis transmembrane conductance regulator (CFTR) protein was not known prior to the 
applicant's invention. 
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
